ANCIENT LOG CABIN. 


STANDS ON LAND THAT CNCE BE- 
LONGED TO WILLIAM PENN, 


With Additions It Is One of the Old Manor 
Houses and Was the Birthplace of Prom- 
inent Families— Finding an English Coin 
of 170 Years Ago. 


In the northwestern part of the pretty 
little town of Media, the county seat of 
Delaware county, Pa., on a tract of land 
known as Star Mount,“ owned by 
Samuel W. Powell, is located a genuine 
curiosity in the form of an old log 
house, which contains much to interest 
the antiquarian, and to afford material 
for the historian. The structure meas- 
ures 22 feet in length and is 20 feet 
wide and 15 feet high. It is said to be 
one of the original manor houses con- 
strncted shortly after the arrival of Wil- 
liam Penn and his colony on the banks 
of the Delaware river. Circomstaiices 
point toward that belief, and prove the 
claim to antiquity, which makes the 
old log house an important link connect- 
ing the distant past with the present. 

This house. is constructed of oak and 
chestnut logs hewn from the primeval 
forest, while standing beside it is a 
giant oak, the largest by all odds in the 
surrounding country, which is a living 
witness of the age of the lowly dwell- 
ing which finds shelter beneath its huge 


coutspreading arms. Tree and house are 


each the complement of the other, and 
seem destined to continue their intima- 
cy during succeeding years, and perhaps 
ages. 

or the year 1681 A. D., on the 2d 

ay of March, Peter and William Tay- 
,or purchased the land upon which these 
objects of interest stand from William 
Penn in England, ahd on the “2d inst. 
Thomas Powell took title to the land 
upon which the house and tree stand 
and adjacent tracts, and after numerous 
transfers it finally came into the pos- 
session of Mr. Powell, who formerly 
resided in this city, but who now lives 
in Star Mount, in northwest Media. 
Upon discovering the historic value of 
the house and oak, he subsequently took 
precautions to preserve the objects of a 
past age and civilization. 

The. house is constructed of logs, and 
to prevent the entrance of cold air they 
were chinked with mortar. The small 
windows and doors were hand made, 
from the primitive oak cut from the 
forest. The faces and ends of these logs 
are scarred and defaced by exposure to 
the storms of at least two centuries, 
and show plainly the ravages of the 
“tooth of time, but at heart are as 
hard and sound as when first placed in 
position to form a house for one of 
Penn's followers. 

The present owner, desiring to both 
preserve this ancient structure and to 
improve its surroundings, added some 
seven or eight years ago several addi- 
tional rooms to the original mansion, 
but outside the massive old chimney is 
exposed to view, and inside the logs 
with their plastering, the windows and 
doors with their wooden latches and 
strings may be seen, while the low ceil- 
ing of homemade boards point to a date 
when the ax and saw were almost uni- 
vetsally used by our forefathers. 

At the time when the additions above 
mentioned were made an old English 
coin was found. Upon examination the 
coin proved to be a penny of the reign 
of King George I, and while the date is 
almost illegible, it seems to be 1724, or 
perhaps an earlier date. This old Eng- 
lish penny was lying under the old 
wooden door sill, and had become im- 
bedded in the ground, and was only 
brought to light by the use of pick and 
shovel. History and tradition unite in 
the story in relation to this old house. 

Beginning with the river Delaware 
and reaching as far as portions of Ches- 
ter county,.and bounded also by Ridley 
and Crum creeks, were some two tracts 
of land deeded to the Taylors, Powells 
and others in 1681 by the proprietor 
and founder of our state, William Penn. 
Upon each of these two tracts or parcels 
of land log houses were erected, and one 
of them was destroyed by fire. One of 
these houses, the one now owned by Mr. 
Powell in Upper Providence township, 
adjoining the town of Media, is the sole 
survivor, and it is correspondingly 
prized by him. 

The house and old oak, together with 
the curiosities connected with them, 
are very antique, and there is no doubt 
but that the claim of antiquity is well 
founded. In 1715 it was in the old log 
cabin that John Powell changed from 
the Quaker to the Baptist faith, and or- 
ganized the First Baptist church of Del- 
aware county, known as the Brundy- 
wine church. The on was 
formed on June 14, 1715, with 15 mem- 
bers, and among the delegates were 
Abel Morgan of this cityand James 
Jones and Joseph Eaton of Delaware. 

Thus the old house, constructed by a 
first settler from the virgin forest, which 
extended from far inland to the shores 
of the Delaware river, has both a civil 
and a history, and has been 
both the of prominent fami- 
lies and the habitation within whose 
walls a prominent denomination of this 
and surrounding country first sprang iu- 
to existence.

Anticipatei Rise In Butter 
Has Begun. 


Cheese Continues Tame — Rut Little 
Change In Eggs—Poualtry Quiet—The 
Live Steck Quotations. 


Ros rox. Dec. 6.—Butter is on the rise 
The small nike of strictly fine quality has 
caused an. alvance of 1 cent in the west 
and in New York, and our market is 
forced to follow, though it responds very 
slowly. 

On finest fresh made creamery in as- 
sorted packages receivers were asking 6 
to 1 cent more than last week, and this 
will have to be obtained in order to induce 
country shippers to send a share of their 
best butter in this direction 

Our market is in a better condition to 
resist high prices than some others, owing 
to the liberal stock of good butter in cold 
storage, but there is a demand for a cer- 
tain quantity of finest fresh creamery, and 
it must be secured in competition with 
other places. 


Our statistical position, as shown by the 


statement of receipts, exports and stocks 
given in this article, is quite favorable, 
and the year will close with a much 
smaller stock in cold storage than was 
looked for a few months ago. 

Last week’s receipts cleaned up pretty 
well, notwithstanding the light trade, an- 
there is a scarcity of strictly extra cream- 
ery, the proportion of this grade in the re- 
ceipts being very small. The indications. 
therefore, are in favor of stiff prices for 
the remainder of this week. 

Cheese. 


The cheese market continues tame, and 
there is no indication of any improvement 
in prices. The best October twins rule at 
11% to 11 cents, and large singles at 1054 
to 11 cents, for lots as wanted by the 
trade. Any attempt to force business 
would result in low prices. Early made 
in fair demand at 8 to 10 cents. 

Eges. 

Strictly fresh eggs have been selling at 
22 to 23 cents, and special marks at 284 to 
24 cents. This includes western and east- 
ern. Kancy new laid range from 25 to 30 

cents. Refrigerator stock sells fairly at 16 
to 17 cents. Cold storage stock last week 
was reduced 5251 cases, and stood at 30,897 
cases, against 17,520 cases last year. 

The poultry market has been quiet since 
Thanksgiving. Choice northern turkcys 
rule at 14 to 16 cents, and common to 
good at 12 to 13 cents. Western turkeys, 
12 to 14 cents, and common 10 cents. 
Chickens and fowls take about the samo 
range as turkeys. 

No improvement in the potato trade. 
Only choice eastern hebrons command 33 
cents a bushel. Other kinds easy at 25 10 
30 cents. 

Beans and all kinds of vegetables have 
been quiet and steady.

OOC QOOQOOOOK 
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The Young Men of Andover. 
1745 vs. 1895. 


In a very interesting and instructive 
sermon, at the South Church last Sun- 
morning, the pastor joined past and 
present history of Andover for the 
benefit of a new movement for the im- 
provement of Andover young men. 
Few iu the congregation had probably 
ever heard that Andover had a colonial 
war record and fewer fully realized how 
glorious a record this was. Andover 
audiences are likely in the next six 
months to hear much colonial history 
with our famous town and famous old 
names as a center, but it jis doubtful if 
in any of the discourses based on this 
very entertaining subject, there will be 
much that is as novel as was a part of 
last Sunday’s serman upon a historical 
subject with one side of Andover's 
present day social life as the point ip 
view. And again, so far as most of the 
audience was concerned, it is doubtful 
if many cared whether Louisburg was 
ever taken or not, but they certainly 
did care about what the speaker led up 
to, from his account of that taking. 
“The youth of Andover; assumed to be 
noble young men then, of doubtful 
quality today,” may be taken as the 
text of the speaker’s discourse that 
ended iu an appeal for the common 
room. We are glad of one emphasized 
fact that the speaker placed over 
against this text, in his statement that 
we probably have a better Andover to- 
day than ever, for out of the text itself 
there can come but little comfort for 
the many believers that such is a 
fact. 

„Assumed to be noble young men” 
let us change to che most positive form 
of statement, and say known to be no- 
ble young men. What does it mean if 
they were? Docs it mean that the 
Frye’s, the Johnson’s, the Farnum’s, 
the Carlton’s, the Abbot’s and the 
Chandler’s of 1745 were any more no- 
ble than the hundreds of their descend- 
ante who today walk in and out in every 
part. of Andover life, as well in 
greater numbers all over the Uhited: 
States? It was a good objeet, but we 
believe{doubtful logic, that compared 
those home trained country lads of 
1750 with a few hoodlums of 1895, with 
a conclusion left in many minds that 
the present day Andover youth as a 
whole are much like the sample cited. 

Every good citizen must hail” with 
great satisfaction the efforts on so 
many sides now being exerted to purify 
the social atmosphere. Andover is see- 
ing much earnest endeavor for this end 
in her midst, and the endeavor will 
meet with just as great a success as its 
genuine worth entitles it to. The 
hundreds of young men who, by daily 
life, by careful training and by honor- 
able pedigree have been, and still. are 
earnest, living examples of uprightness 
in every part of Andover life, know 
that noble as were their ancesters as 
noble are they; they know that loyal as 
were the fighters at Louisburg, just as 
loyal were the fighters at Fredericksburg 


and just as loyal would the generation 


of today be in like crises. 

Let not a sprig be taken from the 
garland that makes the 1745 patriots 
crown, but just as emphatically let us 
say take not a single gem from the 
crown that belongs on so many splen- 
did young men and boys of 1895. 

Yes it is a good Andover today, and 
true as was the South Church pastor’s 
allusion to disgraceful scenes Thanks- 


giving eve, we know whereof we speak 


when we say that Andoyer sees but

offered. I will cut them ont and Offer 
them in the House of Representatives at 
an early day, as the expression of the 
mass meeting before mentioned. I am in 


| favor of any action in the premises that 


is consistent with Washington's farewell 
admonition to his countrymen, in which 
he admonished them not to make ep. 
tangling European alliances, In spite of 
that admonition if the hair on the head 
of an American citizen is harmed I would 
favor sending the White Squadron to the 
Dardanells, to demand satisfaction at 
the cannon’s mouth if it were neglected 
or refused. ; 

Certainly we can take action in the 
line indicated in the resolutions, and es- 
tablish consulates in Armenian cen 
as already provided for by the act >f Con- 
gress, under the treaty rights subsisting — 
between the United States and the Otta- 
man Empire, and so long obstructed and 
delayed by the Turkish authorities.

Rev. H. K. Santikian, the Armenian 
who spoke at the recent mass meeting 
with such feeling in behalf of his perse- 
cuted countrymen, has recently trans. 
lated two petitions, sent by the Arme- 
nians of Erzingan to Mgr. Izmirlian, Ar 
menian patriarch of Constantinople, 
The translation was made from a dupli- 
cate sent to the Armenian colony iv Wor. 
cester and appeared in the Telegram of 
that city Sunday. 

The petition contains the rehearsal of 
the dreadful massacre of Erzingan and 
the horrible story from the lips and pens 
of those who saw, and perhaps barely es- 
caped, the fiendish brutality of the Turks 
and Kurds. They also containa frenzied 
appeal from a helpless, terronized people 
to their greatest friend at Constantino- 
ple. ‘ 
The first petition, which is a piteous 
appeal for help is too long for us to print 
in our limited. @pace;~ but the second is 
presented in full as follows: 

To His Holiness, Mer. Izmirlian, Arme- 
nian Patriarch y nople. 
“Your holiness is already aware of the 

unfortunate calamity which befell the 
people of this city on October 21. The 
merchants were robbed of their yoods, 
the artisans of their tools, the farmers 
of their provisions and produce. Ina 
word, the Armenian population of this 
district was subjected to robbery and 
depredation of all their material wealth. 
We have no more rich ple, they are 
all now as poor as their poor brethren 
were. All the people are sitting in 
ashes. The circumstances do not allow 
me to give in detail the deplorable con- 
ditions which the people have to bear, 
most unfortunately. 

On the same day the shops, the mon- 
asteries and the villages of the Arme 
niaus, after being plundered were set 
on fire. Four hundred were killed, and 
more than double that number were 
wounded. Thousands of men, woman 
and children, wrapped in rags, for they 
have nothing better, are wandering now 
from street to street, to beg for a piece 
of bread. Add to this unbearable 
state of affairs the efforts of the govern- 
ment to hold Armenians themselves re- 
sponsible for the horrible plunders and 
massacres ; many of our leading and in. 
fluential men are now put in jail, and 
are compelled to declare that Armenians 
themselves are to be blamed. We are 
receiving threats and orders from the 
government every day which we are 
expected to obey. Sad and heartbreak- 
ing news is arriving from day to day 
from surrounding towns, as Kamakh, 
Refazie. Terjan, Keghy and many 
other places. The frightful and heart: 
sickening condition of the people defies 
description. In behalf of thousands of 
orphans, and in behalf of thousands of 
mourning, famishing and wretched peo- 
ple, we beg you to ask for us the mercy 
of his Majesty, the Sultan. Help, help, 
immediate help. 

“In the pangs of death, the people of 
Erzingan.” 7 


ERzIxOAN, Nov. 3. 
F. H. Wiggin of Somerset St., Boston, 
to whom Andover’s Armenian contribu- 
tion was sent, has acknowledged the re- 
ceipt of nearly $5000, which has been for- 
waided to Turkey for relief work. 
Thousands of the inhabitants are in im- 
minent danger of perishing from lack of 
food and clothing, and the suffering of 

the aged and sick cannot be described.

TERRACING FARM LANDS. 


An Expensive but Efficient Method of Pre- 
venting the Washing of Sidehills. 
One moat satisfactory methods 
of preventing the washing of lands 
where there is a cunsiderable elope is to 
terrace the fields so that there shall be 
level steps upon which the water cun 
rest and be absorbed. In terracing the 


— . 


"available mineral in the soil. A recent 


experiment under the Gilbert & Laws 
direction demonstrated that applications 
of a manure consisting of sulphate of 
ammonia and potash made short work 
of clover sickness, Lime is frequently 
needed. Phosphoric acid is naturally 
deficient in most coils, but the average 
commercial fertilizer contains a consid- 
erable excess of this fertilizing principle, 
as compared with other ingredients.

lines are run with a spirit level, follow- 
ing the contour of the surface so as to 
give a perfectly level line. A furrow is 
run along this line, and a similar fur- 
row is run along a lower contour, the 
distance apart depending upon the na- 
ture of the land and the slope of the sur · 
face, as in case of sidehill ditches. 

Theoretically it is intended to have 
the surface between these two furrows 
level, so that there will be no chance 
for the water to run off over the sur- 
face. On a small scale this leveling can 
be done with a horse shovel, and the 
land thus put at once into a condition to 
prevent washing. In this case the banks 
of the terrace are sodded or seeded with 
grass to prevent them from washing. In 
field practice, however, the soil is moved 
gradually with a plow, the furrow being 
thrown always down hill, and the soil 
gradually worked down into a level 
plain. . 

There are several forms of reversible 
plows which are admirably adapted to 
this purpose, bieng turned readily from 
aright to a left handed plow, so that, 
in going back and forth, the furrow is 
always thrown down hill. It requires, 
of course, a number of years of such cul- 
tivation to get the surface into even ap- 
proximately a level condition, but with 
patience and thorough cultivation, the 
soil very quickly assumes a compara- 
tively level aspect, and erosion is re- 
duced to a minimum. This is a more 
expensive method, but if intelligently 
done, it is much more efficient. and much 
more durable than depending upon side- 
hill ditcher to prevent erosion, accord- 
ing to Southern Cultivator, authority 
for these suggestions. As with sidehill 
ditches, however, unless this work ie 
well done, it had much better be left 
undone, as it may seriously injure the 
field. 

A Good Clover Catch. 

An eastern New York correspondent 
complains of the increasing difficulty of 
getting a good clover catch in his sec- 
tion. He thinks the trouble is that the 
land is too rich in nitrogen. American 
Cultivator, however, believes that the 
soil has been too much cropped and is 
not mellow and friable as it used to be. 
Not enough care is taken in spring to 
get the soil in good condition for seed- 
ing with clover. The seed is very small. 
and if the soil has been plowed for a 
spring crop the upturned furrow does 
not make a good seed bed. The best see d- 
ing is with winter grain, which is lig at- 
ly harrowed early in epring just br ore 
the clover seed is sown. The authority 
quoted thinks there will be no failure 
this way and adds: 

We always have found that phosphates 
with grain crops helped the clover quite 
as much as they did the grain. But 
some farmers use phosphates to grow 
successive grain crops without clover. 
That, of course, is injurious, but land 
8o treated would not have too large a 
supply of nitrogen to grow clover. We 
do not believe clover sickness is to be 
feared in this country for many years 
yet. If very rich land fails to grow 
clover, it is because grain and weeds 
smother it while young. 


Vitality of Seeds.

For the Promotion of Agricultural 
Science was reported among the results 
of seed testing a comparison in vitality 
between corn kept in the ordinary crib 
and that which had been hung up in 
some warm, dry place, or otherwise 
thoroughly dried. Over 600 samples 
were tested. Those carefully dried gave 
an average germination of 98 per cent, 
while those from the crib an average of 
only 63 per cent. Another interesting 
observation was the remarkable power 
of regermination exhibited by certain 
seeds. Wheat will germinate no less 
than ten times after intervals of a week 
or more, during which time the seeds 
were kept perfectly dry. Corn will ger- 
minate five or six times after complete 
drying. Clover and timothy will ger- 
minate but ance, as a rule. 

Shredded Fodder. 

The corn fodder on an acre of land 

contains as much digestible matter as 


the corn ears from one acre, where it is 
carefully saved. Fodder that is shredded 


Potash is generally the most deficient in 
complete fertilizers—that is, while na- 
ture calls for about two pounds of potash 
for each one pound of phosphoric acid, 
complete fertilizers frequently have 
these ‘proportions exactly reversed. The 
natural deduction is that in soils long 
cultivated the potash is the element 
most likely to become exhausted. 

Potush exhaustion may be due to oth- 
er causes than habitual deficiency in 
manuring. Phosphoric acid in the soil 
rapidly takes insoluble forms and suffers : 
little or nothing from leaching; potash 
salts, as crude German salts or as wood 
ashes, are readily soluble in water and 
subject to loss through drainage. The 
distribution process of soil ‘moisture 
tends to make a most impartial appor- 
tionment of potash throughout the sub- 
soil and far down into the subsoil. Even 
added to the soil in qnantities suited to 
the feeding demand of the plant, the 
supply of potash may become deficient. 
Clover sickness, however, is rarely ever 
due to such complex causes. It is usual- 
ly due to a simple point bank deficiency 
of both the chief mineral elements of 
fertility—phosphate of lime and potash. 

A correspondent of American Cultiva- 
tor, writing from Cumberland county, 
N. J., adds to the foregoing that in hie 
section clover sickness is very common, 
particularly on ‘rented farms with ten- 
ants of the one year rotation: Where the 
minerals are properly applied, quality 
and quantity and a rational rotation 
practiced, he hears nothing af clov 
sickness, Wood ashes 
source of potash, but they run so irregu- 
larly and are so easily subject to adul- 
teration that he has largely abandoned 
them for the crude commercial salts, 
which prove equally beneficial. 


The Lumber Industry. 

The small size of the logs now cut and 
driven on the great rivers in New Eng- 
land, and, in fact, in the west, is very 
noticeable. At Bangor there are many 
marks of logs requiring 9 to 11 logs to 
the thousand feet. Logs intended for 
pulp wood run even smaller than this. 
The same is true on the Kennebec, the 
Androscoggin and the Connecticut riv- 
ers. Several lots of logs cut in St. Croix 
waters last winter, intended for the 
sawmills at Calais, required 19 logs to 
the thousand feet. Calais can no longer 
furnish large spruce lumber. Her logs 
will saw out no 12 inch lumber and but 
a small proportion of 10 inch. This all 
indicates a depletion of the spruce for- 
ests and a rate of cutting far beyond the 
natural growth, according to The Amer- 
ican Cultivator, which tells that in five 
years. the decrease in, diameter of the 
pine trees cut for lumber has been 85 
per cent. 


Winter Oats, 

The New England Homestead reports 
that a thorough examination into the 
winter oats question warrants the con- 
clusion that they cannot be relied on 
farther north than middle Delaware, 
which is farther south than southern 
New Jersey, except the Cape May dis- 
trict. In very favorable localities and 
seasons they may occasionally survive a 
winter in southern New Jersey, but in 
far the majority of cases they will 
prove a total failure.

Here in this sea girt asylum of peo- 
ple afflicted with the most dreaded of 
known diseases, from which there is no 
escape but through the 


m an average of four or five y ears, the 
progress of which is marked with the 
most significant and destructive preci- 
sion, can alone appreciate at its true 
worth the Christian heroism of those 
who are laboring among them, follow- 
ing in the footsteps of the venerated 
Father Damien, and ready as he was 
to accept, if need be, the burden of the 
disease itself in their behalf. And yet 
unhappiness does not chill the air of 
Molokai. Death has lost its terror by 
reason of its very familiarity, and by 
the silver lining their faith has given 
the cloud. The Hawaiians are naturally 
a light hearted people, and even the 
shadow of leprosy cannot suppress for 
long their buoyant temperament. 

In Molokai lepers may be found en- 
gaged in pleasant pastimes, and among 
them one may hear the light and cheer- 
ful words of greeting and see the sunny 
smiles. Horse racing, which is a favor- 
ite national sport, is indulged in fre- 
quently. Nor are the lepers idlers; far 
from it. They work, while able, in the 
cultivation of the ground and in other 
ways, and altogether lead a far pleas- 
anter and more contented life than 
might be supposed. The improvement 
of their condition, as compared with 
what it was when Father Damien took 
up his residence on the island in 1878, 
has been chiefly brought about by his 
influence and the labors of his succes- 
sors.

Secr.1. Cap. 486, Acrs 1808. When 
a town t not less than ten th 
habitants, or pot less than two, poe val a 
than five, adjoining towns} whose com- 
bined population does not exceed 12000, 
vote at a town ‘meeting tojexpend not 
leas than $3000 per year each year for 
the term of five years, in the case of a 
single town, or $1000 each year for the 
term of five years when not less than two 
nor more than five towns unite together, 
for macadamized roads, the Common- 
wealth shall furnish out of thel state 
highway loan, . to. such: town br 
towns, free of charge, a steam: roller, of 
approved pattern and suitable size, for 
the sole use of such town or towns dur 
ing said five years and as long thereafter 
as they continue to expend not less than 


50 per cent. of the above mentioned sum 


on macadamized roads each year: pro- 
vided, neverthéless, that if said town or 
towns fail to expend said sum for macad-· 

ized roads in any one yéar, said roller 
shall then revert to the Commonwealth.

It is a question whether the advantages 
are of sufficient importance to accept the
